Parishes  are  prima  facie  bound  to  reps^r  all  highways, 
lying  within  their  limits,  unless  by  prescription  they  can  throw 
the  burthen  on  particular  persons  by  reason  of  their  tenure.

The  magistrates  are  not  bound  to  appoint  surveyors  of  the 
highways,  from  the  list  of  persons  returned  to  them  under  the 
13  Geo.  3.  c.  78.  if  in  their  opinion  the  persons  named  in 
the  list  are  not  qualified ;  but  they  may  appoint  other  persons 
of  the  parish  who  are  qualified.

H VE  and  Cry  may  be  levied  either  by  the  precept  of  a  jos^ 
tice  of  the  peace,  by  a  peace  officer,  or  fay  any  private  man  who 
it  aware  that  a  felony  has  been  committed.  4  Bl.  Com.  294.

It  may  be  raised  by  a  warrant  of  a  justice  from  hb  general 
power  to  apprehend.  ConstaUes,  headboroughs,  and  other

INFORMATION. 

The  party  who  knows  or  suspects  that  an  indictable  ofience 
has  been  committed,  usually  goes  before  a  justice  of  the  peace, 
attended  by  any  other  witnesses  whom  he  may  be  able  to  pro^ 
cure,  and  gives  the  magistrate  his  information,  and  that  of  his 
witnesses,  stating  the  grounds  of  suspicion  on  which  the 
information  is  grounded.  They  are  sworn,  if  Christians,  on 
'  the  four  Evangelists ;  if  Jews,  on  the  Old  Testament,  as  fol* 
lows :  ^'  You  shall  true  answer  make  to  such  questions  as  shcJl 
he  demanded  of  you.  So  help  you  God"  [If  a  Jew,  "  So 
help  you  Great  Jehovah.*']  The  magistrate  then  interrc^tes 
the  accuser,  and  sometimes  his  witnesses,  and  takes  down  the 
substance  of  their  replies  in  the  following  form  :  ^'  The  in- 
formation of  of  ,  who  on  his  oath  saith  that,** 
&c.  stating  the  facts  sworn  to.  The  information  is  then  lead 
to  the  parties  who  have  given  evidence,  and  if  they  adhere  to 
the  statement,  they  confirm  it  by  signing  it.  Upon  this  the 
justice  usually  issues  his  warrant,  according  to  the  charge  or 
the  weight  of  evidence  by  which  it  is  supported. 

When  the  ofience  is  not  of  an  aggravated  nature,  and  the 
offender  is  not  likely  to  abscond,  a  summons  is  the  more  pre- 
ferable process,  and  this  is  necessary  where  there  is  no  oath  of 
the  ofience  having  been  committed.  * 

But  where  oath  is  made  of  an  ofience  of  a  higher  nature 
having  been  committed,  as  treason  or  felony ,  a  warrant 
lihould  be  issued  in  the  first  instance,  if  there  appeara  any  rea* 
sonable  ground  for  the  charge.  Although  there  is  a  positive 
cfharge  on  oath,  yet  if  the  justice  sees  that  no  credit  is  to  be 
given  to  it,  he  may  decline  issuing  a  warrant,  f

When  ftie  offender  is  not  likely  to  abscond  before  a  warrast 
can  be  obtained,  it  is  in  general  better  to  apprehend  him  by 
warrant  than  for  a  private  person  or  an  otijcer  to  arrest  of 
their  own  accord,  because  if  the  justice  should  grant  his  war- 
rant erroneously,  no  action  lies  against  the  party  obtaining  it, 
unless  he  actea  maliciously.  § 

And  if  a  magistrate  exceeds  his  jurisdiction,  the  officer  who 
executes  the  warrant  is  protected  from  liability,  and  the  magis- 
trate himself  cannot  be  sued  until  after  a  month's  notice  of  action,

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It  is  the  duty  of  the  magistrate  to  consider  all  the  circum* 
stances  sworn  to,  and  not  to  grant  any  warrant  groundlessly  or 
maliciously y  without  such  a  probable  cause  as  might  induce  a

,  If  a  magistrate  grants  his  warrant  without  oath  of  the  cir-

The  burial  of  the  dead  is  the  duty  of  every  parish  minister, 
and  if  he  neglects  or  refuses  to  perform  his  office,  he  may,  by 
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the  express  words  of  the  86th  Canon,  he  suspended  by  the 
ordinary.  And  if  any  temporal  inconvenience  arises,  as  a 
nuisance  from  the  n^ect  of  interment  of  a  corpse,  he  is 
punishable  by  the  tempwal  courts,  either  by  indictment  or 
informatum.

Persons  guilty  of  misdemeanors  are  punishable  by  fine  and 
imprisonment,  or  both,  according  to  the  nature  and  degree  of 
the  offence,  but  many  offences  are  specifically  punishable  as 
mUdemeanors,  by  statute. 

Perjury,  battery,  libels,  conspiracies,  public  nuisances,  keep- 
ing disorderly  houses,  obtaining  money  under  false  pretences, 
'soliciting  a  servant  to  steal  his  master's  goods,  advising 
children  or  others  to  commit  thefts,  receiving  stolen  goodSp 
being  indictal^e  offences,  are  misdemeanors^  and  for  every  such 
offence  which  subjects  the  delinquent  to  corporal  punishment, 
though  it  does  not  amount  to  a  breach  of  the  peace,  he  may  on 
a  regular  warrant  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  be  arrested. 

In  modem  practice  it  is  not  usual  for  justices  of  the  peace 
out  of  sessions  to  issue  a  warrant  for  a  libel,  or  for  perjury  ; 
though  where  an  illegal  publication  is  mamfestly  dangerous  in 
its  tendency  to  the  public  interests,  they  will  exercise  that  dis- 
cretion with  which  long  practice  has  invested  them.

That  the  governor  shall  take  particular  care  to  keep 
the  said  house,  and  the  several  apartments  therein,  and  also  the 
several  persons  who  shall  inhabit  the  same,  clean  and  whole- 
some, and  for  that  purpose  he  shall  employ  such  of  the  said  poor 
persons  who  shall  be  sent  thither,  whom  he  shall  think  most 
able  and  best  qualified  for  the  offices,  to  assist  him  therein, 
and  also  in  the  providing  and  dressing  victuals  for  the  use  of 
such  poor  persons ;  and  if  any  such  poor  persons  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  perform  the  work  or  labour  in  which  he  or  she  shall 
be  so  employed,  or  shall  be  directed  to  do  by  the  governor, 
every  such  person  shall  be  punished  by  confinement  or  altera- 
tion of  diet,  in  such  manner  as  the  governor  shall  direct ;  and 
for  a  second  offence  of  the  like  sort,  complaint  shall  be  made 
to  some  justice  for  the  limit,  who,  on  conviction,  shall  commit 
such  person  to  the  house  of  correction  for  any  time  not  exceed- 
ing two  calendar  months,  nor  less  than  one  calendar  month. 

3rd.  That  the  apartments  in  the  house  shall  be  adapted  so  as 
to  accommodate  the  poor  who  shall  be  sent  thither  in  the  best 
manner  they  are  capable.  That  the  governor  shall  place  in  the 
best  apartments  such  poor  persons  who,  having  been  creditable 
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hoaefsketapef^,  afe  reduced  Irj  misfbrtnne,  m  preference  to  those 
irho  are  become  poor  by  vice  and  idleness,  and  that  separate 
aEpartments  shall  ne  proytded  for  the  reception  of  the  sick  and 
distempered  poor,  and  an  apothecary  or  surgeon  to  be  sent  for, 
to  attend  when  there  shall  appear  necessity  for  it,  at  ikt  ex- 
pence  of  the  parish. 

4th.  That  snch  poor  persons  who  are  able  to  work,  shall  be 
called  up  by  ring  of  the  bell,  and  set  to  work  by  six  in  the  morn- 
ing, from  I^y-day  to  Michaelmas,  and  by  eight  from  Michael- 
mas to  Lady-day,  and  continue  until  four  in  the  afternoon,  from 
Michaelmas  to  Lady-day,  and  from  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas 
till  six  in  the  afternoon  (meal  times  and  times  for  reasonable  re- 
creation excepted ;)  and  if  any  such  poor  person  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  such  work  as  shall  be  allotted  him  or  her,  or  wilfully 
spoil  the  same,  or  depart  from  such  work  without  leave  from 
the  governor,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  any  disorder  or  disobedience 
to  these  rules  and  orders,  the  governor  shall  reprove  such  person 
for  the  same,  and  punish  him  or  her  by  confinement  or  altera- 
tion of  diet,  as  the  said  governor  shall  think  fit ;  and  if  such 
person  shall  be  guilty  of  the  like  offence  a  second  time,  the 
governor  shall  complain  thereof  to  the  visitor,  who  is  hereby 
authorized  to  order  the  punishment  of  confinement  to  be  in- 
creased to  such  degree  as  he  shall  think  fit. 

That  the  governor  stall  enter  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him,  an  account  of  the  household  goods,  linen,  furniture,  and

That  the  governor  shall  visit  the  several  persons  main- 
tained in  such  house,  and  its  apartments,  once  at  least  in  every 
day  ;  and  shaH  take  care  that  there  is  no  waste  of  fire,  candled, 
or  provision,  and  shall  see  that  the  fires  and  candles  are  put  out 
at  the  hours  fixed  for  such  persons  going  to  bed,  which  shall  be 
at  eight  of  the  clock,  between  Michadmas  and  Lady-day,  and 
nine  between  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas* 

7th.  That  when  any  person  shall  die  in  the  house,  the 
governor  shall  take  care  that  the  body  of  Such  person  be  im- 
mediately removed  into  some  separate  apaitment,  and  be  de*- 
cently  buried  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  and  also  take 
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care  of  the  clothes  and  goods  of  such  person,  and  detiver  tiiem 
to  the  guardian  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  or  place  to  which  such 
person  did  belong,  who  is  to  pay  the  charges  of  the  funeral  of 
such  poor  person.

RIOT. 

A  Riot  is  a  tumultuous  disturbance  of  the  peace,  by  three 
or  more  persons  assembling  together  of  their  own  aufiiority, 
with  an  intent  mutually  to  assist  one  another  against  any  one 
who  shall  oppose  them,  and  afterwards  putting  the  design 
into  execution  in  a  terrific  and  violent  manner,  whether  the 
object  in  question  is  lawful  or  otherwise.     Haw.  b.  2.  c.  65. 

Therefore,  to  constitute  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  riot,  it  is 
necessary  that  three  persons,  at  least,  should  unite. 

To  constitute  a  riot,  the  parties  must  also  act  without  any 
authority  to  give  colour  to  their  proceedings. 

It  is  legal  for  a  justice  of  the  peace  to  raise  a  posse  in 
making  an  entry  into  lands  when  he  has  just  reason  to  fear  a 
violent  resistance,  and  for  any  ministerial  officer  resisted  in 
the  execution  of  lawful  process,  to  call  on  the  people  to  assist 
him.     Hawk.  b.  2.  c.  65.  s.  2. 

Women  are  punishable  as  rioters,  but  infants  under  the  age 
of  discretion  are  not  persons  within  the  description  of  rioters. 
Haw.  b.  1.  c.  65.  s.  44. 

If  any  person  encourages  or  promotes,  or  takes  part  in  riots, 
whether  by  words^  signs,  or  gestures^  or  by  wearing  the  badge 
or  ensign  of  the  rioters,  he  is  himself  to  be  considered  a  rioter, 
for  in  this  case  all  are  principals.    2  Campb.  370. 

The  intention  also  with  which  the  parties  assemble,  or  at 
least  act,  must  be  unlawful.  For,  if  a  sudden  disturbance 
arise  among  persons  met  together  for  an  innocent  purpose,  they 
will  be  guilty  of  a  mere  affray ;  though  if  they  form  parties, 
and  engage  in  any  violent  proceedings,  with  promises  of  mutual 
assistance,  or  if  they  are  impelled  with  a  sudden  disposition  to 
demolish  a  house  or  other  building,  there  can  be  no  doubt  they 
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tire  rioters,  and  will  not  be  excused  by  the  propriety  of  theif 
original  design.     Hawk.  b.  2.  c.  65.  s.  3. 

But  though  there  must  be  an  evil  intention,  whether  preme-^ 
ditated  or  otherwise,  the  object  of  the  riot  itself  may  be  per^ 
fectly  laneful,  as  to  obtain  entry  into  lands,  to  which  one  of  the 
parties  has  a  rightful  claim ;  for  the  law  will  not  Suffer  private 
mdividuals  to  disturb  the  peace,  by  obtaining  that  redress  by 
force,  which  the  law  would  regularly  award  him.  Hawk.  b.  2. 
c.  65»  s.  7. 

There  must  be  either  an  actual  violence,  or  an  offer  to  com- 
mit it',  to  the  person  or  property  of  some  individual ;  and  the 
mere  rioting  in  a  tumultuous  way -about  the  country,  will  only 
constitute  an  unlawful  assembly.  '  3  Inst.  176. 

The  distinction  between  riot,  rioting,  and  unlawful  assembly, 
seems  to  be,  that  the  first  is  a  tumultuous  meeting  of  persons 
who  are  guilty  of  actual  violence ;  the  second,  where  they  en- 
deavour to  commit  an  act  which  would  make  them  rioters ; 
and  the  last,  where  they  meet  with  an  intention  to  make  a  riot, 
but  neither  carry  their  purpose  into  effect,  nor  make  aQy  en- 
jdeavour  towards  it.  3  Inst.  176.  Hawk.  b.  2.  c.  65. 
8.  1.  8.  9. 

At  common  law,    all  sheriffs,  under-sheriffs,   and  peace 
officers,  are  both  permitted  and  required  to  do  all  in  their 
,  power  towards  suppressing  a  riot,  and  to  call  upon  others  for 
an  assistance,  which  it  is  their  duty  to  render. 

Private  individuals  may  also  of  their  own  accord,  arrest  the 
progress  of  any  who  are  coming  to  assist  in  the  tumult. 

It  has  also  been  holden,  that  they  may  arm  themselves  to 
suppress  a  riot,  when  the  public  safety  requires  the  most 
vigorous  exertions,  though  such  conduct  is  too  violent  to  be 
adopted,  except  where  the  disturbance  is  aimed  at  the  exercise 
of  the  higher  authorities,  or  borders  on  acts  of  sedition. 
Toph.  121.     Kel.  76. 

Justices  of  the  peace  are  also  by  several  statutes,  empowered 
to  punish  rioters,  by  means  of  a  summary  proceeding.
